Tho waiters go to their homes for a little 
rest, and toward evening tho sanio men 
may be seen in up town beerhouses, clubs 
and woln sttihen, whore they meet another 
class of people. 
There the waiter serves 


boor and all sorts of Gorman dcllcaolcs, 
from Frankfurter and sauerkraut to kaltcr 
aufschnitt, and a French mime would not 
bo in harmony with tho surroundings. 
Thorn arc Pauls and Herrmanns and 
Fritzes in these places who would be sur- 
prised to bo addressed by any other name, 
although n few hours before they wore 
Piorro, Henri or Francois For years those 
men have a morning and an evening 
name. 
One wiiltor said recently that he 


had been called Felix in his down town 
place for years, and that no one thinks of 
culling him anything but Herrmann in tho 
knelpo where ho serves beoratnight. "But 
tho funny part of it is," ho said, "my 
nam» is Julius. I am Felix among tho 
French people and Herrmann in the Gor- 
man waiters' society, and I have hard 
work keeping my right name in my fam- 
ily."—Now York Tribune. 


PARIS' OMNIBUSES. 


A System That Gives Every Fasgenger a 


Comfortable Seat. 


On all the streets of Paris one of tho 


features most noticeable to a foreigner 
perhaps is the little omnibus stations so 
characteristic of Paris. 
The Parisian 


omnibus system, by the way, is an excel- 
lent one when you understand it. 
But 


you usually have to bo put off a bus two 
or three times before you appreciate its 
merits. In time you discover that tho 
vehicles fltop regularly at little stations, 
where those who understand the system 
obtain bits of pasteboard bearing numbers 
In the precise order of the application for 
them, entitling them in the same order to 
the vacant scats in the buses as they ar- 
rive. 
Those little stations being not far 


apart, it is a matter of no difficulty to ob- 
tain these numbers, and when that Is done 
tho system secures, as you sec, a perfect 
application of tho rule "first come, first 
served." 
For when the bus stops, just 


opposite the little station, an official comes 
out, and standing behind it ho calls off 
the numbers in their order, and the would 
bo passengers, as their numbers are called, 
take the vacant places. When all the va- 
cancies aro filled, the bus drives on, and 
those whose numbers come next in order 
have, of course, the first chance at the va- 
cancies on tho filling bus. 


And now lot mo mention another fea- 


ture of this omnibus system which I think 
is worthy of our notice. Each omnibus 
and each street car in Purls—lor the street 
car system is practically tho same—is built 
to seat—not to carry, mind you, but to 
Beat—a certain number of persons. 
That 


number is Indicated upon the exterior of 
the vehicle, and when it Is complete no 
more are permitted to enter urder any cir- 
cumstances. Our glorious American sys- 
tem, therefore, of riding on a strap or of 
getting one foot on tho back platform of 
the street car and clinging to the unfor- 
tunate Individual who has preceded us 
and has both feet on is wholly unknown in 
Paris.—Chautuuquan.

PASSING OF THE LEECH. 


Crete and It« Katlrei. 


Tho peculiarly favorable position of the 


Island, situated at the junction of thrco 
continents, as it were, and commanding 
the coasts of all *hrec, has invested it from 
the earliest times with an importance such 
as neither Sicily, Sardinia, nor Cyprus, 
although much larger in area, ever at- 
tained. While forming in prehistoric times 
a stepping stone for Egyptian and Asiatio 
civilization in its progress toward the 
shores of Greece, Crete remained through- 
out antiquity singularly free from any 
close political connection with Egypt, Asia 
or Greece. This Insularity is to this day 
one of tho marked characteristics ot the 
Cretan people, and without accepting the 
view that they arc the purest descendants 
extant of the Hellenes of the eighth cen- 
tury B. C., wo must regard them never- 
theless as one of tho most interesting 
brunches of the Greek race. 


Unfortunately, the gravest defects of 


the ancient Greek character were nowhere 
BO pronounced as in Crete, and we are told 
that its history throughout antiquity was 
ono continuous chain of civil strife, car- 
ried on with asavagencssand bitterness of 
animosity exceeding all that was known 
in the rest of .Greece. This political de- 
pravity was attended by such a degeneracy 
of moraU as to render tho name of "Cre- 
tan" a synonym for nearly every vice.— 
Demetrius Kalopothakes In Century. 


Golf Ii Mo Game For the Weakling*. 
It may be taken for granted that, al- 


though a man can play the game as long 
as bo can walk or even rida round the 
links on a pony, the real science of golf 
can only be acquired by men of athletic 
capacity. To saunter round the 18 holes 
on a Bummer afternoon, with intervals for 
tobacco and conversation, is one thing. It 
Is another and a very different undertak- 
ing to go through a championship tourna- 
ment, playing 86 holes a day, when every 
drive must be hit havd and clean, every 
approach must be accurate, every put 
must bo true to a hairbreadth. A foot- 
ball match is a matter of less than two 
hours. From the Instant the ball Is In play 
the nervous strain is removed, and the con- 
stant action requires a sound wind and 
Coolness of foot, but not the absolute free- 
dom and control of the muscles which, 
are requisite for steady driving, or any- 
thing like tho strain on the nerves which 
Is kept up from the start to the finish of a 
close encounter at golf.—H. J. Whigham 
In Scribner's.

Medicine Han Turned the Cold Shoulder on 


an Old Friend That In Still Effective. 
A young man with a black eye was led 


Into n Brooklyn drug store in Fulton street 
the other night by some friends to see 
what could bo done to make the eye pre- 
sentable. The druggist said that he could 
7iot paint the eye, which tho young man 
Insisted was tho only proper course, but a 
leech could be applied. There was some 
nrguiiiont to tho effect that leeches were 
old fashioned, but tho y6ung man consent- 
ed to an operation. The druggist brought 
out a jar six inches in height and fished 
nrouutl Inside with one hand. He brought 
out a crawling, black object that he im- 
mediately transferred to a little pasteboard 
box, in one side of which ho hud out a 
Hinnll hole, near tho edge in the cover. 
Holding the hole up to tho ytning man's 
iye, the druggist shook tho box a little and 
tho leech's head WHS soon at work reducing 
the sizo of tho dark patch under tho eye. 
Meanwhile tho compuny got some Instruc- 
tion about leeched. 


"Tho medicative leech is not so much in 


demand as it ought to be," said tho drag- 
gist, "and the main difficulty in this 
country is to get leeches that will not cause 
blood poisoning. The decrease in the use 
of leeches by the medical profession is re- 
markable. In England the largest two 
hospitals formerly culled for about 60,000 
of them; now they call for 60 or 100 
leeches at irregular intervals. Owing to 
a lack of demand and overproduction in 
the old country, tho prloo has fallen there 
to about one-half of that easily obtained 60 
years OKO. In this country a fcw_ places 
as these that are imported. The best are 
brought from Norway in tubs of rich loam. 
In Hugltind tho speckled leech, which is 
raised in Hungary for the English trade, 
is the most popular. 
Tho leech is used 


almost exclusively for removing blood 
from the eye after the bruise is a day old. 
When tho eye is first bruised, the best 
thing to use is raw meat. Tho best leeches 
arc those that hang on tho longest. These 
arc from Norway, und they aro long and 
slender." 


"I gucis this came from Norwoy," said 


tho sufferer, wincing. "It pulls hard 
enough." 


"Oh, you will feel as lively as a crickot 


after this is over," said the druggist. 
"You needn't be afraid of any Impurities, 
such as some have complained of when 
using American leeches. Some arc raised 
iu Florida, but they are not held to be 
very good. 
The danger of having leeches 


ral.sod in warm countries is that tho bite 
Is dangerous, giving rise to blood poison- 
Ing. That's what is suid of American 
leeches, but I no-, er had any experience 
with them." 


"How much?" said the man after the 


leech had lot go. 


"Twenty-five cents," said the druggist.

A Boat 4,500 Yean Old. 


A viking craft found in Norway some 


time ago was In use about the year 1000 
A. D., and at once became famous as by 
far the oldest specimen of wateroraft in 
existence. 
The boats in the Gizeh mu- 


seum, it was decided by. the learned, were 
used at least 4,600 years ago, and were 
contemporaneous with the Dushur pyra- 
mids of the eleventh Egyptian dynasty. 


With this boat and tho two which re- 


main in the Cairo museum were two more, 
which still rest in the sands which stretch 
desolately from the Dashur pyramids, near 
which they were found. 


The five boats were found buried at a 


considerable depth, not far from the famous 
largest pyramid, and in such orderly form 
and with such mathematical relationship 
to the great pile of stone that it was evi- 
dent that they had been buried with de- 
sign at that particular spot. 


The boats were found to be alike in the 


material of which they were constructed 
and in their general dimensions. 
The ce- 


dar of antiquity, which entered into so 
much of the construction of things of 
wood, was used In building these bonte. 
While the equipments of the boats had 
generally disappeared with time, their 
sbapi ly outlines still remained. 


The boat that is In Chicago now was 


probably better preserved than any. It is 
80 feet long, 8 feet of beam and 4 feet of 
hold. A well preserved and peculiarly 
marked and designed piece of rudder of 
wood was found near the boats.—Harper's 
Round Table.

"You 
know," he said one day, speaking to a 
friend—"you know what pretty dance 
iunes Auber has always written"—Auber 
joing aa likely to write dance tunes as 
Hossinl was to write a sermon. Tho mae- 
stro seldom went to the opera or to any 
nutoo of amusement, but ho could not re- 
sist the temptation of hearing one of Wag- 
ner's works. Itwas"Tannhauser." After- 
ward, when asked to givo his opinion of 
tho opera, he said: "It is too important 
and too elaborate a work to be judged aft- 
er a single hearing, but SD far as I am con- 
cerned, I shall not give it a second." 


Upon amateurs bo was especially severe. 


A few days after Meyerbeer's death a 
young admirer of bis called upon tho com- 
poser of "William Tell" with an elegy 
which ho hud written in honor of his idol. 
"Well," said Rossini, after hearing tho 
composition played over, "if you really 
want my honest opinion, I think it would 
havo been tetter if you had died and Mey- 
erbeer had written an elegy." Sometimes 
tho amateurs would endeavor to bribo him 
into a compliment by sending him a little 
present.

expressed this truth. "I believe," ho says, 
"that if ever we have equality in this 
world, which so many good men have 
hoped for, theft will bo unknown." 


Tho absolute equality which prevails 


among us has its good and bad sides. 
It 


makes vulgarity arid snobbishness impos- 
sible. 
We lire course, but never vulgar. 


Vulgarity implies n.consciousness or semi- 
consciousness of inferiority, and among 
us, as I have said, thero Is no such <jmi~ 
sciousness. 
On tho contrary, there Is ^a 


want of reverence in tlic village 
There is 


no person or group <?f persons to set a 
standard of manners or of morals for the 
rest of tho community. Nobody looks up 
to anybody else—not even to the minister. 
Age itself scarcely invites respect, 4ind 
this want of reverence ghesa certain hard 
»nd flippant tone to our lives. Tho physi- 
cian stands as high us anybody in town, 
and yet it was only the other day that I 
heard him addressed by a little, dirty faced 
boy, 
not 13 years old, as "doc." "Say, 


doc, when does tho next school term be- 
gin?" was the inquiry mode by this urchin 
in (ill sincerity, and the "doc" gave him a 
civil answer, taking no offense at hiswant 
oi respect,—Atlantic Monthly.

Some-tiling; About This Wonderful Tree of 


u Hundred Urics. 


T'.io co< onmit palm is indigenous to the 


tropical jountries. Its branchless trunk 
grows to a height of from CO to 90 feet, 
and bears at its summit u crown of pin- 
nate leaves that are from 12 to 20 feet in 
length. 
It is essentially littoral, und 


'loves to bend over tho rolling surf and to 
drop its fruit into the tidal wave." 


Tho thick husk and tlie hard shell of 


the cnruiinut lire wall adapted to preserve 
its germinating power wbilo It is being 
carried l>y the winds and the waves to 
some distant tsliore. Hence the cocoanut 
palm "waves its graceful fronds over the 
emerald islands of thu Pacific, fringes tho 
West Indian shores, and from the Philip- 
pines to Madagascar, crowns tho atolls or 
girds the suubourd of tho Indian ocean." 


It is a beautiful trueand"a joy forever," 


because it yields a Inrgo variety of useful 
products. 
To the Inhabitants of tropical 


countries the cocoanut is an important 
article of food. It is eateu both ripe and 
unripe, tho young, unripe nut containing 
a milky iluid tliut is %ery pulurable. When 
fully mnturod, the nut yields a fixed oil, 
which is used for culinary purposes, in 
lamps und for manufacturing stearin can- 
dles and marine soap. By compression 
in the cold, the oil is separated into a 
liquid culled "oleine" and a more solid 
part called, "cocosine. " The hard shell of 
the nut is fashioned into cups, ladles, 
spoons, beuds, bottles, knife handles, etc., 
and is often beautifully polished and elab- 
orately curved. 


Tho terminal bud, or "palm cabbage," 


is nn excellent vegetable when cooked. 
Indeed, it is considered u delicacy, but it 
is seldom used bocnuso its removal neces- 
sarily onuses the death of the tree. From 
the trunk of this wonderful palm Is ob- 
tained a saccharine sap culled "toddy," 
which IH esteemed a pleasant, refreshing 
drink. 
Tlie dried palm leaves serve for 


thatching houses, for making muts and 
baskets, und for cattle fodder. 


Coir if the most importune fibrous prod- 


uct of the tree. It is the fiber or husk of 
tho immature nut. It is prepared for use 
by being soaked Rovoral months in water, 
and than beaten until the fibers have en- 
tirely separated. 
Coir is a valuable ina- 


teriul for ropes, brushes, carpets, mats, 
beds, cushions ivnd nets. It is excellent 
for cable.-! because it combines elasticity, 
lightness and strength. 
Tho long foot 


stalks of tho fronds are used for fences, 
yokes und flailing rods. 


After thu tree oensos to boar fruit it is cut 


down und its wood is used for many pur- 
poses, It is u reddish wood, is beautifully 
veined, admits of u high polish, and is im- 
ported tor ornamental joinery under the 
name of "porcupine wood." 
It is said 


that no other tree and no other plnnt con- 
tributes in BO many ways to the wants 
nnd the comforts of jnun as does this "tree 
of 100 uses" — the cocounut pulm.— -Phila- 
delphia Tunes. 


Luminous Photographs. 


Several ways have been discovered for 


making luminous photographs. Luminous 
paint is spread on a sheet of cardboard, 
which is exposed to light under a glass 
positive. 
When the cardboard is taken to 


a dark room, a brilliant phosphorescent 
Image is seen. The effect can bo produced 
by arranging glass tubes containing a 
phosphon scent substance behind a thin 
glass pOHitive. 
The luminosity of the 


tubes will shine through the positive on 
exposure to light. When viewed In the 
dark, a glowing image results. Again, 
spread a thin coat ing of starch paste even- 
ly over u sheet of cardboard; dust over it 
an even layer of powdered calcium or ba- 
rium sndphidc, rubbing with a brush to 
make it adhere to every part. Then satu- 
rate a print with a mixture of castor oil 
and turpentine, taking off tho excess with 
a clean rug. Paste the print upon the 
cardboard und dry before the fire. This 
will be luminous in the dark after having 
been well exposed to tho light.

and discouraging condition. 


Among other fucts brought to light, it 


appears that many headaches and much 
discomfort are traceable largely to the poi- 
sonous effects of gns of various sorts. 


Ordinary illuminating gas has, as is 


well known, the properties thut produco 
asphyxiation, and even though the vic- 
tims may survive the accident of inhaling 
a large amount of gas, the headache, 
nausea and prostration following such on 
experience are distressing in the extreme. 
It is often the cage that people who live in 
houses lighted by gas suffer serious conse- 
quences without bciug aware of it. 
They 


do not inhale enough to attract their at- 
tention, but the poisonous vapor slowly 
but surely undermines their health and 
produces headaches, congestion and a long 
train of unsuspected evils 
Especially is 


this the case where what is known as 
water gns is used. This gas Is made by 
heating hnrd coal to a white heut, then 
passing steam over it. Tlio carbon decom- 
poses the steam, and then, uniting with 
the oxygen, forms u gas known as carbonic 
oxide, which ia deadly in tjie extreme. 


The immediate cause of death from car? 


bonio oxide is that it destroys the red 
blood corpuscles in the animal body, 
These red corpuscles convey oxygen to 
every portion of tho system. The carbonic 
oxide destroys the oxygen, and in conse- 
quence there is a sort of suffocation of the 
blood, which results in death in a very 
short time. 


There aro ninny instances of death from 


gas poisoning -in houses illuminated by 
other means. In several cases it took a 
longtime for tho authorities to discover 
that the gas escaped through defective 
pipes and made its way through the earth 
into tho dwelling and slowly sapped the 
vitality of the unsuspecting occupants.— 
New York Ledger.
